DISTRICT No. 2. 


Prudential Com., Joseph Wood. 

Prmary Deparrment.—This school was under the manage- 
ment of Miss Mary C. Morris, for the entire year. Her long 
experience and love of the work have made her a most efficient 
teacher. We are always pleased to visit this school, and ob- 
serve the quietness and interest of both teacher and pupils.

This is the hardest school to teach in the town, owing to the 
large number of scholars of every variety of attainments, and 
the classes are so numerous that justice can be done to none. 
It was taught the entire year by Miss Ella M. Chapman, who 
did the best she could under the circumstances by which she was 
surrounded. We were sorry to observe during the last term a 
manifested disposition, on the part of some of the older pupils, 
to annoy the teacher and break up the harmony of the school. 
But we believe the district are about unanimous in the expres- 
sion that Miss Chapman is a gvod teacher, and by her patient 
and persistent efforts, deserves their commendation. 

DISTRICT No. 11. 


Prudential Com., Nelson Gile, Jr. 

The Spring and Fall Schools were under management of Miss 
Nina L. Gile, who at once secured the respect of the Dist., and 
the affection of the pupils, and, rarely does it happen that 
better progress is made, or better order maintained. 

Mr. A. B. Haskell was employed for the 3d term. It was his 
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first attempt at teaching, and little or no progress can be 
reported. 
DISTRICT No. 12. 

Prudential Com., A. A. Sturtevant. 

First Term taught by Miss M. E. Stone. Second and Third 
Terms taught by Miss M. E. Mahan. Both old teachers, and 
well known in the town. School was visited often and always 
made a good appearance. 

DISTRICT No. 13. 

Prudential Com., L. D. Merrill. re 

This Dist. was fortunate in securing the services of Miss 8. 
A. Bryant for the entire year, who has taken most excellent care 
of the pupils. It is one of the most difficult schools in the town 
to teach, owing to the great variety of class-books in use, and 
the large number of classes. Yet good success has marked 
her efforts. 

DISTRICT No. 16. 


Prudential Com., C. A. Freeman. 

Two Terms, and both under instruction of Miss Hattie A. 
Freeman. ‘The school has made marked progress under her ef- 
forts—the same result as has attended her former labors. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this Annual Report of the schools in our town 
for the past year, we congratulate the people upon their being 
able in so many instances to secure the services of so many 
experienced and energetic teachers. We would press the thought

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


For Hien Scuyoot Disrricr No. 14 anp 15. 


The High School has been under the charge of Mr. Earl W. 
Westgate during the whole year. That the expectations of the 
District, when the services of Mr. Westgate were first secured, 
have been fully met during the past year, is shown in the 
appearance of the school, in its marked improvement both in 
progress and in the style of the recitations. We can but feel 
that our High School under his management, with a good 
assistant, which we trust the District will procure for him, will 
rank well with the best schools in the State. The tardiness in 
this school averaged about three times by each scholar during 
the year. 

The next or Grammar Department was under the charge of 
Miss Ellen F. Smalley during the first term, but owing to a 
change in our teachers, for the remaining two terms Miss M. 
Lizzie Cushman succeeded her. While the school appeared 
well under Miss Smalley, we can say that during the last two 
terms Miss Cushman has met with her usual success in awaken- 
ing the interest of her scholars in their studies, and the expect- 
ed progress and thoroughness have been the result. The tardi- 
ness in this school averaged about the same as in Mr. 
Westgate’s room. 

The Second Grammar Department was taught by Miss Emily 
Owen during the first term, and the Committee regretted that 
at its close Miss Owen felt under the necessity of withdrawing. 
The services of Miss Pauline 8. Miller were secured for the 
remainder of the year. We consider Miss Miller’s school one 
of the most difficult in the building, but through her faithful 
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labors the progress of the school was all we anticipated. The 
tardiness in this department averaged about nine times by each 
scholar during the year. 

The First Intermediate Department, Miss Georgie M. ‘Dudley 
taught during the year with increasing success. The tardiness 
in this school averaged about seven times by each scholar during 
the year. 


The Second Intermediate, Department during the first term, 
was taught by Miss M. KE. Mahan to the satisfaction of the 
Committee. The remaining two terms it was taught by Miss 
Mary E. Hall, who is an excellent scholar as shown in the 
marked progress of the school; but with more experience on 
her part we should expect improvement in discipline. Tardi- 
ness in this department averaged about nine times by each 
scholar during the year. | 


The Primary Drpartment was taught satisfactorily the first 
term by Miss M. Lizzie Cushman, and upon her transfer to the 
Grammar Department, Miss Addie F. Straw succeeded her. 
This was Miss Straw’s first school, and she was quite successful. 
She also taught acceptably a class from Mr. Westgate’s room in 
French and one in Algebra. ‘Tardiness in this school averaged 
about six times by each scholar during the year. 


The Primary Department on the west side of the river was 
taught the first term by Miss Mary L. Durkee acceptably; the 
remaining terms by Miss Ellen F. Smalley, whom the Com- 
mittee transferred to that school, feeling that the school would 
be well cared for by her; and we were not disappointed, the 
progress being quite marked. In this school Miss Durkee’s 
register shows the tardiness to average about three times by 
each scholar during the term taught by her; but during the 
terms taught by Miss Smalley the average, as appears by her 
registers, was about two-fifteenths of a time by each scholar 
during those terms, which leads the Committee to fear that her 
registers were not kept as strictly in accordance with the 
directions therein, as were the registers of the other teachers. 

We have reported particularly as to the tardiness in the 
several schools, that the attention of the parents may be 
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specially called to this evil; and as bearing upon an article 
which we have inserted in the school warrant, relating to 
placing a tower for the bell upon the school house. We think 
if the bell could be hung and-thus do away with the trouble as 
to variation of the time as indicated by the various family 
clocks, we could then adopt some regulations by which this 
matter of tardiness could be substantially remedied to the satis- 
faction of all and to the great improvement of the schools. 

We were pleased to find by the various registers that the 
parents and friends had visited the schools so often during the 
year, and that so many were present at the examinations. We 
trust the number of visits will increase and thus your interest 
in the schools will proportionately increase, and you will be 
enabled to advise and make valuable suggestions to your Board 
of Education; and it will then be unnecessary for them to re- 
port to you at any length what you will yourselves have care- 
fully observed.
